Denton Municipal Airport is located in Denton County and benefits the entire North Central
Texas Region, providing general aviation services and serving as a reliever for Dallas-Fort
Worth International Airport. Denton Municipal Airport serves over 28,000 general aviation
visitors each year and is directly responsible for 150 full time jobs with a payroll of over $4
million. In addition, Denton Municipal Airport is responsible for over 500 full time jobs with a
payroll of over $13 million and provides vital general aviation services for local employers.

Please explain why this project should be considered a priority:

The FAA has identified the lack of a perimeter fence at DTO as a weakness that must be
addressed. Aircraft operators are increasingly limiting their operations to secure airports and
the fence will allow DTO to continue its current growth trend. Denton Municipal Airport provides
important benefits to the Denton and Metroplex economies, serving over 28,000 general aviation
visitors each year, providing local companies with a convenient transportation option and
serving as a reliever for Dallas-Fort Worth International Airport. Recent studies have shown that
the Airport is responsible for hundreds of jobs with millions of dollars in payroll.

The City of Denton received federal appropriations for DTO as follows: $2 million in FY 2003, $2
million in FY 2004 and $2 million in FY 2006.

The City of Denton has received state (Texas AIP state block grant) and City of Denton funds for
a variety of improvements at DTO. Completed projects include a new terminal and
administration building and a new parallel taxiway. In addition, there has been extensive private
investment at DTO, including the construction of several hangars and maintenance facilities.

Yes, the City of Denton is committed to funding future improvements at DTO and continues to
work with the state on funding for future improvements.

The requested federal funds will be spent on construction of a perimeter fence with secured
access points around DTO.
